Uncle Anthony Thompson and Aunt 
Batsey Barry are the only persons living in 
Essex county, New Jersey, who were born 
in slavery in New Jersey. Uncle Anthony 
lives in a littie weather-beaten cottage 
near the baso of Eagle Rock, the highest 
point on the Orange Mountains. In 1833 
he purchased the place for $800, and^ho 
has lived there ever since. He was bórn 
in Raritan, Somerset county, N. J., in

Ilia mother was a slave in the 
family of the Rev. Pnilip Duryee, of 
Raritan, and she and her babe were «old 
to David Still, who resold them to Sam­ 
uel M. Ward, of Cranetown, now Mont­ 
clair, in E*sex county. Mr. Ward died 
in 1S32, after promising to give Anthony 
apd his mother their freedom. Mrs. Ward 
died a few months after her hushand’s 
death, and then Anthony became a free man 
at the age of 34 years. His mother, who was 
too old to work, was sold at auction by 
the town, that being the custom in those 
days. Anthony got her and cared for her 
until she died. He entered the service of 
the grandfather of tho Rev. Dr. Williams, 
the present venerable rector cf St. Mark’s 
Episcopal Church in Orange, and he has 
known five generations of the family. 
Anthony got a fair education in the district 
school, joined the First Presbyterian 
Church, of which he was cue ot the three 
oldest members until he joined the Second 
Presbyterian Church, and recently he went 
over to the First Reformed Church. His 
maternal great grandfather was a chief of 
the Guinea negroes in Africa. Anthonv 
has no children, bat he has been married 
twice, his second wife being a portly and 
pleasant woman about 50 years old. He 
has large features, coalblack eyes, and a 
frame that was once muscular and power­ 
ful.“ I never Baw a slave whipped in New 
Jersey unless he deserved it,” said Uncle 
Anthony to a Times reporter, “ but I heard 
of some cruelty up in the Dutch settle­ 
ments about Qiockanoek and Stone House 
Plains. I was kindly treated, and, so far 
as I know, all the slaves in Essex county 
had kind masters. 
Friends loaned me 
money to buy mother with, and I gave 
$100 to a young man, who bid her in for 
that sum up at the old Park House. He 
gambled away the mooey and went to the 
bad, but the town gave me my mother. 
She often told me that she had seen slave 
mothers sold away from their children in 
New Jersey, andáhe had seen slave women 
¿everely whipped. Some men in Newark 
and up on the mountain owned from 
five to twelve slaves when I was a lad, 
and up in Bevgen county all the Ditch 
farmers had slaves. After I got my free­ 
dom I went into the service of ‘Governor’ 
Benjamin Williams, at Tory Corner, who 
was the head man about Orange. He owned 
nearly all the land in these parts, and he 
settled all the disputes among the farmers. 
His family and the Harrison family bought 
hundreds of acres of land from the Indians 
for rum and clothes, so the folks used to 
say. I’ve heard Governor Ben say that 
when Steve Harrison made a four-wheeled 
wagon people came from all parts to see the 
wonderful invention. Only clumsy ox­ 
carts were known to the farmers before 
that time, and a trip to New York was like 
going to Europe now. 
“ When I was a small boy,” said Uncle 
Anthony, “ all the country between the 
mountain and Newark was almost a howl­ 
ing wilderness, with the exception of the 
few houses in Orange and * Bloomfield. 
There was no tavern until you got to Cald­ 
well, beyond the mountain, or else up at 
Stone Houre Piaius, where young fellows 
used to drink and dance with the girls. 
Nearly ail the land as far as yon could see 
was owned by the Harrison, Williams and 
Dodd families, and everybody went to the 
First Church, in 0:ange, where the slaves 
were boxed up in one corner liko horses in 
a stall. 
In the new First Chnrch the 
slaves had a place in the gallery. I mar­ 
ried a daughter of ‘ Fiddler Tom’ when I 
was a very young man. He played for the 
white folks in Newark and over the muuf.- 
taina, and when he drew the bow across the 
fiddle the girls came from far and near. 
Apple parings and potato pulls were fol­ 
lowed by supper and a dance in the barns. 
At big weddings the Dominie kissed the 
bride, drank apple-jack toddy and cider, 
and got the pick of the eating.” 
Aunt Betsey Berry was found in her cosy 
home on Main street, in East Orange, chat­ 
ting with the pretty daughter of one of her 
rich New York neighbors. She had on a 
neat black bouse cap, a plain dress of 
brown stuff, with a white linen collar about 
her Deck, and her eye3 shown like black 
diamonds when she became excited. For 
over forty years she has rented the little 
house in which she lives, and which is 
neatly furnished. 
Her husband died 
twenty-eix years ago. He earned his free­ 
dom after .hey'were married. They had 
twelve children, five of whom are living. 
Aunt Betsey has a kindly word for her 
neighbors, hut she is very bitter against 
the old families that owned slaves up in 
Bergen county. She likes to have the 
Bible read to her, but she says that she 
does not believe that the persons who were 
cruel to her in slave days can now be occu­ 
pying “ reserved seats in heaven.” She 
wa3 born at Quockanock, in Bergen county, 
and is now 85 years old. 
“ Folks as hed slaves here in New Jersey 
was jest as cruel as the folks in the South, 
said Aunt Betsey to the Times' reporter. 
“ In every place there is good an’ load 
folks, an’ there was good an’ bad mas­ 
ters and missus in New Jersey. Families 
was broke up and sold in Bergen county in 
my time, an’ my mother was sold away 
from me when I was a wee little baby, so 
little that I can't remember her except like 
in a dream. First I remember I was called 
Betsey Jacobus, an’ that was bectuse I was 
owned by the Jaeobns family up at Quock- 
anock. Htnry Jacobus was my own mas­ 
ter, and he was good to me sometimes, but 
the rest of the family cuffed me about. I 
knowed Blavts as was whipped so hard by the 
old Dutch farmers that they died, an’ one 
man named Still had to bury his dead nigger 
under the barn. I was small when I seen 
wonun whipped with bunches of twigs 
until the blood run in streams, an’ they 
afterward showed me their backs all 
covered with cuts an’ black welts. No­ 
body can’t tell me that slaves wasn’t 
whipped in them days, an’ nobody can’t 
scarcely believe how bad an’ cruel some 
masters was in them days. Some of the 
slaves used to fight for themselves toward 
the last, an’ you couldn’t blame them if 
they did nigh kill the mastera sometimes. 
Good masters sent the black children to 
school, but them kind of folks was scarce. 
Once I asked to go to school, and old Ja­ 
cobus said: ‘W hat! you nigger. I’ll 
take you to the barn an’ give you school if 
you ever mention it again.’ An’so I didn’t 
get any ¡earnin’. The farmer had from 
three to twelve slaves, an’ Miss Van Wag- 
enen, over nigh to Plainfield, had more 
than twenty. An’ yet she died poor, and 
I’ve had old Missus Jacobus ask me for 
help after I got free. Them folks was too 
pround an’ l»zy to work after the slaves 
was free, an’ so loBt their property. 
“ One of old man Jacobus’ daughters-in- 
law once attempted to whip me,” Aunt 
Betsey went on to say. “ The folks was 
at church, an’ she told me to fetch ber 
some apple-jack from the cellar barn. I 
wouldn’t because it was Sunday, an’ then 
she said she would flog me. But I was a 
powerful strong young girl then, an’ dared 
her to do it. She struck me once with the 
whip, an’ then I got held of her long black 
hair an’ yanked her dowD, an’ I tell you 
what, didn’t we have it lively for a while, 
an’ didn’t she holler for help. I got her 
down with my knees between her shoul- 
dere, an’ when she hollered I got up and 
run away. I was supple then, an’ I meant 
to run away if they whipped me, but when 
old master got home and heard the story 
he scolded her for whippin’ me. He said 
he could do all that business himself. 
He didn’t like her, an’ I knowed it. 
That’s why I showed fight Another of 
the family once choked me by the throat, 
and she said she’d get her hnsband to whip 
me, but the old man called her a she-devil, 
an’ warned her I was desp’ret. Women 
folks was the crueliat to the slaves. It’s 


all right for some folks to boast of their 
Dutch ancestors, but there is lots who hold 
t.ieir heads high cow who came from a 
cruel stock. They made slaves go bare­ 
footed for fear they’d run off while church 
was in ! That’s religion and oiety for you * 
Black folks, they thought, ‘haln’t white 
souls. Wonder if the Lord thinks so? 
When the manumitting law was passed I 
was bound to get my freedom, Two men 
went mv _s curily, an’ I was threo years 
paying $350 for my free papers. I got 50 
cents a day workin’ out. Liviu’ was cheap, 
for butter was only 12 cents a pound, and 
a quarter of flour only 50 cents. Beside, 
I mostly got my meals at the house 
I worked a day in. 
Didn’t I scrimp 
an’ save eveiy penny I earned an’ that 
was given to me, an’ wasn’t I a proud 
woman when I Was free ! A queen couldn’t 
bs prouder. Before that I married James 
Berry, who was a slave for old Dr. Pierson 
here in Orange, but who was horn in the 
Berry fatrily. My husband worked out 
his freedom for $400, au’ was five years 
doin’ it. I tell my children they don’t 
know what it is to live when they grumble 
about hard work. They’d ought to thank 
God every minute that they is free, even if 
they live on one meal a day. Nobody 
can tell me how good the masters was in 
New Jersey, for I know what I seen with 
m y own eyes an’ felt with my own body. 
Other slaves had twenty times worse times 
than I bad, an’ my lot was bad enough.” 
“ I’ve lived in Orange since I got my 
freedom,” said Aunt Betsey, after a pause, 
“ an’ I must say that the folks have been 
very good to me. I worked on*’ warhin’ 
till a year ago, but now these bones of 
mine is gettin’ stiff and lame.”—[New 
York Times. 


AN AKÜ3-SS CUSP EPISODE. 
" Fore de Lord, I ooteb yon cow, shuah.” 
These words, not much in tnemselves, were 
uttered under B U ih peculiar circumstances 
as to cause shouts of wild laughter in the 
Confederate camp, located beyond the 
town of Fiedericbsbnrg, V a, and they 
were the expressions of satisfaction given 
utterance to by one of the numerous faith­ 
ful servants and followers of “ Young 
Marster.” The splendidly-organized, armed 
and equipped army of the Union, und* r 
General Hooker, lay encamped along the 
north bank of the Rappahannock river, in 
Stafford county, while the Confederates, 
under General Lee, guarded the south 
bank. Rations, as usual, were scarce 
within the Confederate lines, and chicken 
was a luxury seldom to be enjoyed. Jim, 
the well-known stCnfisn* of the Lieuten- 
t-Colonel of the Forty-seventh Vir­ 
ginia Infantry? who enjoyed the rep­ 
utation of being not only a splendid 
cook, bat also a successful forager, had 
upon one of his expeditions by some means, 
fair or foul, secured a roostc-r, destined rn 
some important occasion to adorn the table 
of the Colonel, Ccops not being regarded 
as a part of camp equipage, Jim secured 
his prize by tying it by the leg to his cook- 
tent until the ear‘:^~ roostsr became do­ 
mesticated to camp ufe, when it was al­ 
lowed to roam around the camp, yet ever 
under the watchful eye of Jim, bis captor. 
The ordinary routine of camp life ws- oc­ 
casionally varied by shot or shell, sent as 
a reminder from the Stafford Hights into 
our linc3. Men soon became accustomed 
to such things in war times, and Jim was 
not an exception to the general rule, as the 
future demonstrated. 
The Colonel, summoning Jim to council, 
informed him that company of great im­ 
portance would that day visit the camp, 
and inquired of his faithful ally whether 
it would be safe to invite them to remain 
and dine. 
Assuming an air of deep 
thought, scratching hia head, and gazing 
intently on the ground, Jim replied : 
“ Marse, tings am berry scarce around 
here : but I ’spect by killin’ oh dat chicken 
an’ makin’ dumplin’ soup, wid what tings 
ole marster sent you de odder day, we 
mought make out to git up a far kind of 
en-tum-men tain-mcnt, sar.” 
“ All right, Jim : then upon your re­ 
sponsibility I will invite my friends to 
remain to camp dinner,” said the Colonel. 
Immediately in front of Jim’s tent there 
remained a panel or so of an old Virginia 
worm fence left standing, which had been 
carefully guarded and used by Jim for his 
culinary work. 
A seared for “ dat 
chicken ” disclosed him scratching in a 
corner of that old worm fence. Jim went 
for the chicken, and that wise old bird 
sought refuge first on one side and then on 
the other, dodging under and through the 
rails in ro successful a manner that Jim, 
tired and disgusted, mounted on a top rail 
and sat down, waiting patiently for his 
chicken to seek some other refuge where 
he could capture him easier, all the time 
giving expression to his disgust at the 
chicken's obstinacy in refusing to be 
caught. 
Suddenly a flash was seen on the Stafford 
side of the river, and the whistling of a 
shot was heard. Taere was a crash, and, 
to the horror of the camp, rails were sent 
abont, the remnant of Jim’s fence lay 
strewn around, and Jrni was recognized on 
the ground in spread eagle style. The 
Colonel’s dinner was forgotten, and Jim 
only was thought of.

Lord Beaconsfield was abused more 
for his Indian contingent episode th an for 
any other act of his later official life. 
Y et 
last Saturday, w hen the victorious troops 
m arched through London, th e observed of 
all observers was the Indian contingent. 
Jingoism in fact has 
blossomed 
more 
rankly under G ladstone th an under Bea- 
consfitld. 
The Liberals have proved more 
w edded to force than the Tories. 
All the 
fiery rhetoric of th e form er leader of the 
Opposition is turned into m ockery by the 
theatrical celebration cf th e present P re­ 
m ier’s successes. 
A nd w hy should this celebration have 
been h e ld ! 
Surely th e conquest of the 
Egyptian mob ; of th a t m elancholy cari­ 
cature of an arm y, composed of the m ost 
docile and unw arlike people in the world ; 
cannot be regarded as conferring new 
laurels upon the arm s of England ? 
W hat 
m ust the great m ilitary governm ents and 
peoples of the continent th in k when Eng­ 
land goes into ecstacics over the disper­ 
sion of an Egyptian rabble? 
I t has often 
been said of late years th a t the English 
ariny had only m easured itself against half­ 
civilized or savage peoples since the C ri­ 
mean war, and th a t observation cannot but 
be recalled to m ind when such a pompous 
celebration of an insignificant campaign 
is held. 
France had b etter taste than to 
celebrate the return of her Tunis expedi­ 
tion, y et th a t did nearly as m nch fightincr 
as the English arm y in E gypt. 
A nd to 
w hat does all this exhibition of vain­ 
gloriousness tend ? 
Is it m eant only to 
arouse the enthusiasm of th e English peo­ 
ple so th at it will refrain from growling 
over the estim ates for the Egyptian cam­ 
paign? Or is it intended to m inister directly 
to th a t spirit of “ Jingoism ” which has 
so long been the favorite targ et for Libe­ 
ral sarcasm and scorn ? 
Mr. Gladstone has certainly arrived, by 
a roundabout road, a t th e goal of 
his 
predecessor’s am bition. 
If he has not in 
person im itated the m elo-dram atic dec­ 
laration 
of 
Lord 
Bcaconefield— “ W e 
“ bring you back Peace w ith H o n o r!”— 
he has in effect gone qnite as far as his 
dead 
rival. 
A nd there is this also to 
be said, th a t w hereas Lord Beaconsfield 
never pretended to a loftiness of political 
m ethods and statesm anship which he did 
not believe in, M r. G ladstone has per­ 
sistently arrogated to himself precisely th :a 
superiority of m otive and action. 
In his 
case therefoie we are compelled to recog­ 
nize a distinct descent, in fact a distinct 
degradation. 
For while it m ay be perfect­ 
ly true th a t his E gyptian policy has been 
wise 
and statesm anlike, it 
is not less 
true th a t 
he clim bed to power by per­ 
suading th e English 
people th a t 
the 
course he has since followed was altogether 
wrong 
and unjustifiable. 
I t 
m ay be 
argued th a t the exigenicies of th e situ a­ 
tion have been too strong for him. 
B ut 
it happens th a t to any such argum ent the 
fact of M r. B right’s retirem ent from the 
C abinet furnishes a 
conclusive answer. 
M r. B right found th a t 
his 
party was 
carrying him beyond the lim its perm it­ 
ted him by his principles ; and so he w ith­ 
drew from office. 
Mr. G ladstone on the 
other hand has allowed events to force 
him com pletely round the circle, y et he 
still endeavors to persnade the w orld th a t 
he has not changed his position, or in 
any respect contradicted his form er pro­ 
fessions. 
W hat he has to do now, however, is to 
dem onstrate th a t the very policy w hich he 
denounced 
three 
years ago, is to-day 
praisew orthy ; and th a t he himself can do 
w ith im punity w hat, according to him, was 
alm ost crim inal when done by Lord Bea­ 
consfield. 
M r. G ladstone is undoubtedly 
a very great man, and his name will live in 
history as one of the foremost statesm en of 
his age. 
B nt he has carried w ith him 
through life an unfortunate tendency to 
casuistry, derived from his early th eo ­ 
logical stndies and leanings, and he has 
persistently applied th e m ethods of the 
Schoolmen to the discussion of questions 
which were altogether too concrete and 
definite for such treatm ent. The continued 
indulgence in th ir casuistrical practice, 
moreover, has apparently m ade Mr. G lad­ 
stone really incapable of draw ing clear 
distinctions. 
H e alw ays finds so much to 
be said on both sides of every point th at he 
cannot com prehend the convincing force, 
to less subtle minds, of such apparent in­ 
consistencies as he has com m itted dnring 
his political career. 
One unpleasant con­ 
sequence of 
this m ental peculiarity is 
th at m any people look upon him as a poli­ 
tician so full of guile th a t he prefers false­ 
hood to tru th . 
This of course is very 
unfair to Mr. Gladstone, who doubtless 
believes himBelf to be as honest and candid 
a man as can be found in the U nited King, 
dom. 


The fact however rem ains th at there is 
a w arp in his mind, and th at his reasoning 
is very apt to be more subtle than forth­ 
right. 
And no doubt it is because of this 
peculiarity th a t he is able to view w ith 
complacency, and w ithout compunction, 
the curions reproduction under his adm in­ 
istration of 
w hat he form erly held 
to 
be th e m ost objectionable tendencies of 
th e Tories. 
H e has persuaded himself th a t 
his own policy is entirely justified, and if 
he was asked how, supposing Beaconsfield 
to have been in the wrong, he himself csn 
be in th e right, seeing th at they both em ­ 
ploy the tam e agencies to th e same ends 
we have no doubt th a t he wonld proceed to 
show th a t there are various recondite dis­ 
tinctions and differences betw een his policy 
and B iacansfield's ; distinctions and differ­ 
ences w hich it is tru e th e average man 
cannot perceive, b n t which, to bis super­ 
refined intelligence, afford am ply sufficient 
justification for all he has done. 
Plain 
people have never beeu able to m aster this 
phase of M r. G ladstone’s character, and 
they are ap t to stigm atize him as 
Je su it­ 
ical ” and “ diaingennon«,” and so forth. 
T ne tru th is, however, th a t he is perfectly 


honest and sincere, bat that he ia really 
unable to recognize those broad generalities 
upon which the convictions of the masses 
of men rest, and which, for them, suffice 
to determine as between the right and 
wrong of everything.

EDUCATION IN THE AKMY. 


T he annnal report of Chaplain M ullins, 
in charge of education in the arm y, E how s 
th a t there is very little education in the 
arm y, not more th an 1,500 men o at of 
25.000 attending any school, even _ when 
aoy schools arc available. 
W hether if 
more attention were paid to the education 
of the men tke standard of character in 
the arm y would bo raised, is perhaps 
doubtful, because in th e U n ited S tates it 
m ust for a long tim e be alm ost impossible 
to a ttrac t any of the b etter elem ents w ith 
the m ilitary service. In a count! y where al­ 
most anyone can obtain a com fortable live­ 
lihood if he is not afraid of work, and 
w here th e love of independence is a na­ 
tional characteristic, it m ust be very diffi­ 
cult to keep th e character-standard of the 
arm y high. 
N evertheless, it has to be ad ­ 
m itted th a t very little has hitherto been 
done to m ake arm y life attractive to a bet­ 
te r class. 
F or instance, in a recent ex­ 
am ination of the canses of desertion, which 
is an evil very prevalent in the arm y, it 
was suggested th a t the practice of stopping 
the recru it’s pay until he had cleared off 
th e account for his clothes and equipm ents, 
tended to m ake the men discontented. W e 
should th in k it m ight do so. 
Certainly 
when 
m en 
find 
th a t 
they 
m ust go 
several m onths w ithout a cent 
of pay, 
a t 
the 
very 
outset 
of 
their 
m ili­ 
tary life, 
th ey m ast 
be born to the 
philosopher’s gown if th ey are not dis­ 
contented. 
Add to this the brutalizing 
dullness of arm y life a t frontier posts d u r­ 
ing th e greater part of the tim e, a u l it 
will lie understood th a t the attractions to 
th a t life are not great. 
In Europe the 
governm ents 
m ake 
great 
exertions to 
render th e life of the soldier as pleasant as 
possible. 
They provide instruction for 
him 
iu m any branches of 
knowledge. 
They enable the private to earn promo, 
tion by educating himself, if he has the 
application and am bition. 
B at we act as 
though we were half asham ed and half 
afraid of our arm y. 
W e know th a t it is 
necessary, b u t we try to m ake it a] little 
useful as possible, by cutting dow n its 
num bers, and though we provide ample 
instruction for officers, we leave the rank 
and lile w ithout any, or next to none. W e 
are therefore glad to ses th a t m any officers 
have joined Chaplain M ullins in recom­ 
m ending th a t education should be com­ 
pulsory in certain elem ents of the arm y, 
and th a t Congress should authorize the 
em ploym ent of one hundred and fifty 
teachers, w ith the rank and pay of com­ 
m issary sergeants. 
This at least would be 
a good beginning. 


THE MiOtiEUC STORM. 


Though the recent m agnetic storm docs 
not appear to have been felt on this coast, 
it covered a very large area of the earth ’s 
surface, having been experienced in E u­ 
rope, and throughout th e E iste rn U nited 
States, and as far w est as Omaha. The extent 
and force of this storm indicate a causative 
agency cf abnorm al power and intensity, 
bnt u n til scientific men have acquired 
clearer knowledge as to the genesis and na­ 
ture of electricity aud m agnetism it will be 
useless to speculate as to the significance of 
the phenomena. 
The reference of these 
m agnetic storm s to those m ysterious p e r 
turbations of the solar envelope know n as 
sun-spots, docs not seem to bring us cny 
nearer enlightenm ent. 
For though it is 
possible to establish occasional coincidence 
betw een m agnetic storm s and t un-spots, 
the la tte r also occur a t seasons when no 
m agnetic storm s respond to them , while on 
the other hand there are m agnetic storm s 
when r.o new solar perturbations are visi­ 
ble. 
The California scientist, w ith charac­ 
teristic cheerfulness and localization of im­ 
agination, hastens to suggest th at m agnetic 
storm s are precursors of earthquakes. 
I t 
happens, however, th a t in th is instance 
earthquakes have preceded th e m agnetic 
storm , for w ithin th e past m onth sm art 
shocks have bean recorded at m any places 
in this State. 
The frankest, if not the 
m ost satisfactory way to tre a t these mag­ 
netic phenomena, is to acknowledge can­ 
didly th a t we know nothing about their 
origin. 
A nd th a t is th e only perfectly ac­ 
curate answ er th at the m ost distinguished 
man of science can give to questions on 
this head. 


THE USUAL THING. 


I t is being said, as usual, th at the pros­ 
pect of a D em ocratic Congress is frighten­ 
ing th a t peculiarly w eak-m inded and tim id 
class know n as the capitalists, and they 
are, as usual, vaguely represented as anxi­ 
ous to realize on their investm ents, or to 
hold th eir hands on contem plated enter­ 
prises, until th ey kuow w hat the wicked 
Dem ocrats will do. 
T his kind of news­ 
paper talk, 
however, is becoming both 
tiresom e and Billy. 
F or it perversely 
ignores the very obvious fact th a t the 
Dem ocratic successes indicate popular fears 
of a Republican Congress. 
Aud whoever 
will take the trouble to review the past ten 
years or so will discover th at the country 
really has had abundant cause for such 
alarm and apprehension. N ow it may very 
easily be th a t th e Democrats are as bad as 
the Republicans. 
AVe believe them to be 
equally affected by dry rot, in fact. 
B ut 
th ey have not been in power, and their op­ 
ponents hare. 
And the late elections were 
judgm ents upon the p arty in power. 
The 
oniy logical conclusion to be draw n from 
these elections is th a t th e m ajority, in the 
States w hich have gone Democratic, be- 
li eved them selves to be in less danger from 
the Dem ocrats than from the Republicans. 
Snch a conclusion may be erroneous, bu t 
a t all events it is th e popular decision for 
the tim e being. 
A nd if th e Democrats do 
no more mischief than m ay consist in a 
careful and thorough revision of the tariff, 
we are inclined to think th a t there will 
not be much “ re actio n ” betw een the pres­ 
ent tim e and the next Presidential election.

in ratei in metals and minerals, and that a 
duty ef $2 per ton ba placed on iron ore, 
slight modifications in breadstuff a, provisions 
and animals. 
The existing average rates on 
sugars are generally indorsed, hue the aboli­ 
tion of duplex rates is strongly urged on silk 
culture and reeling.

This output the syndicate will divide 
up into consignments according to the cv- 
picity of the different nail mills represented, 
and each will get its allotment of so m aty 
car loads of steel per day from the Besse­ 
mer mill.

W hen we begin turning cut steel 
nails in Wheeling, all the other nail mills in 
the country must follow suit or lore their 
trade.

found a cock in the first heaven, so huge a 
bird th a t his crest touched the second 
heaven. 
The Moslem doctors say th a t 
Allah lends a willing ear to him who reads 
the Koran, to him who prays for pardon, 
and to th e cock, whose chant is divine 
melody. W hen this cock ceases to crow the 
day of judgm ent will be a t hand.

cock on church spires is to rem ind men not 
to deny their lord aa P eter did.

A bloody, cruel and novel duel was 
fought October 2 4 'h, a t Greensboro, N. C., 
in th e lower edge of Guilford, betw een 
Ralph Johnston aa.l Saks W illiam s, two 
young farm ers of th a t ceciion, and rivals 
for th e affection of a young lady. 
Bad 
feelings had existed between them for some 
tim e, ending in harsh words tw o day be­ 
fore the duel. 
Soon after Johnston sent a 
friend to W illiam s w ith a letter dem anding 
a retraction of certain language U3ed. The 
latter declined to w ithdraw his rem arks, 
and further correspondence resulted in an 
agreem ent to m eet in hostile combat, tbe 
tim e being fixed for the m orning of the day 
above m entioned. 
The articles draw n up 
specified as th e weapons 
horsew hips— 
som ething not heretofore recognized by 
the code 
ia 
N orth 
Carolina. 
These 
weapons were chosen, it is understood, in 
order th a t the parties could thereby evsde 
th e penalties of the dueling law, which 
does 
not 
specify 
as 
deadly 
weapons 
horBewhips. 
U oder 
the 
rules of 
the 
fight, each man was required to st?nd up 
on a line traced upon the ground, making 
the distance between the com batants about 
three feet. 
Tney were arm td w ith heavy 
horsewhips especially selected for the fight, 
and the Becandof each duelist was supplied 
w ith an extra whip to be used by his prin­ 
cipal in th e event of tbe w ear.ng out or 
breaking of the weapon. 
The com bat­ 
ants 
m et 
according 
to 
agreement. 
The field selected was a hard acd level 
spot about half a mile from the main road. 
The lines were made up of rope fastened 
to the ground w ith long staples. 
A fter a 
vain attem p t had heen made by the sec­ 
onds to adjust th e difficulty the men took 
places for th e fight. 
B ath were in their 
shirt-sleeves, the provision» of the fight 
being th a t no coat, 
vest or nndershirt 
should be worn. 
A t 7 o’clock the question 
was asked, “ G entlem en, are yon ready ?” 
Each man nodded his head. T be command 
“ Strike 1” was then given, and the duelists 
fell to blows w ith vigor. 
A lthough the 
blows given were heavy and fast, neither 
man flinched. 
Upon the hands and faces of 
the com batants great welts soon rose, and 
the shirts of the men soon gave evidence 
th a t blood was being draw n. 
A t tim es 
they wielded their weapons w ith one and 
then w ith both hands, and occasionally 
one or the other was forced by th e desperate 
assault of hie adversary to fall back from 
bis line. 
A fter fighting half an hour tim e 
was called, and the men, nearly breathless, 
were given brief resting tim e. 
The fight 
continued for three hours, w ith short inter­ 
vals for rest. 
The seconds finally d eeded 
th a t th e requirem ents of the code had been 
complied w ith, and forced the com batants 
to desist. 
I t is understood th a t Johnston 
was more severely h a rt than h it adversary, 
acd th a t there is not a place on his body 
th a t is not covered w ith welts, m any of 
wnich have gashed the flesh in a horrible 
manner. 
W illiam s is alm ost in th e same 
condition, and both men are suffering te r­ 
ribly from the effects of th eir wounds, 
which are snch th a t they can scarcely lie 
down, th eir feet being alm ost tbe only 
parts not covered w ith w hip cots.

rest] have been made, and th e friends of 
the duelists are endeavoring to hush the 
m atter.

A Passenger Train Cashes into the 
of a Freight Train—A f- rakemaa Killed 
and Three Cars Burned—The Verdict of 
the Coroner’s Jury. 
On Saturday, at 7:04 P. M , the overland 
exprecs traiD from San Francisco ran into a 
special freight train a short distance beyond 
Davitville. The freight csbooee and two box 
cars caught fire and burned up. In the ca­ 
boose was a brakeman named William Hcg- 
gatt, who was caught in the shattered car 
and burned to a crisp before any assistance 
cmld be rendered. 
The cdlieion occurred tu t a short distance 
from the Davisville depot, and on a covered 
bridge over Putah creek. The freight train 
was composed of 6mpty cars, and was run­ 
ning on, or nearly on, the time of the express 
train. At the time of the accident the ca­ 
boose and three cars from the rear of the 
train were standing detached from the re­ 
mainder of the train, which had gore some 
«¡stance ahead. 
The conductor, Thomas 
Iiilsy, was near the front of the train, it be­ 
ing the intention to side-track at that place. 
As soon as be knew of the accident ke hur 
ried back to the scene and entered the burn­ 
ing caboose, and seizing an ax attempted to 
extricate the imprisoned brakeman. He 
worked until the tne drove him from the car, 
i; having singed his hair and whiskers. 
The express train was in charge of con­ 
ductor West. W. A. Garrison was the en­ 
gineer, ami Frank Hall, fireman. It is 
claimed by the engineer and fireman that the 
usual red lights were Dot on the rear of the 
freight train. As scon as the train was ob­ 
served the engineer reversed the engine and 
rrat on the air-brakes. The darkness and the 
bridge prevented him from seeing it in time 
to stop the collision. He stayed at his post 
of duty, and when the engine struck, the 
caboose was thrown on the top of the first box­ 
car, and the front of the engine was elevated 
to such a degree as to prevent him from get­ 
ting out of the front of the cab, and he had to 
break the window to make his exit. The 
fireman jumped from the moving train at the 
first signal of clanger and escaped ual-urt. 
The shock to the express train caused the 
usual consternation among the pas*engers, 
but Superintendent Wright, of this division! 
who was on board, was at the scene of the 
wreck as soon as possible, and with the as­ 
s ¡stance of the train men and the passengers, 
bad the coaches run back cut of danger of t: é 
fire. The proximity to the bridge placed 
that in danger from tho firmes, and it was 
only prevented from burning by wet blankets 
beirg placed on the timbers. An attempt 
was first made to roach the brakeman in the 
burning caboose, but without avail. 
Word was immediately telegraphed to this 
city for assistance and also to the wrecking 
train at Vallejo. Some coaches from the 
yard here were sent at once, and the local 
passengers and those bound for Colfax and 
way stations were transferred and brought to 
this city, arriving here at 9:15 o’clock. Over­ 
land passengers, and tha mail and express, 
were left iu the cars standing on the track 
until the wreck could be cleared. This, with 
the assistance of the wrecking train, was ac­ 
complished in Beacon for the delayed train to 
reach Sacramento at 7:45 yesterday morning. 
The train sent from this city, as soon as it re­ 
turned with the transferred passengers, went 
back and received the passengers from the 
San Francisco local train, which is fiua one 
hour after the overland. It arrived the sec­ 
ond time, shortly after midnight. Superin­ 
tendent Wright remained at the scene of the 
disaster all night, laboring with the wreck­ 
ers.A. 
J. Vermilya, of this city, who was a pas­ 
senger on the express train, says he was sit­ 
ting in a car talking toother passengers, when 
they were suddenly pitched forward over the 
seats. His firs: impression was that two 
trains had run into each other. He got out 
t-f the car as soon as he couid and went for­ 
ward to the engine. He says the first thiDg 
he saw was the engine standing at an angle 
of about 45 degrees, with the first freight car 
as a support, the caboose having been thrown 
on top of the first rear box car. He then 
heard cries from the caboose, “ Oh, u>y 
head !” and ** Help ! help !” He said Edwin 
Glover, of this ci< y, attempted to enter the 
caboose to rescus the imprisoned brakeman ; 
also that lbs presence of mind > nd coolness of 
Superintendent Wright ia directing tire men, 
and the peruenal assistance rendered, was all 
that preven id the bridge from being burned, 
and psrhapm seme of the cars of the express 
train.

Thomas 11 kT, the conductor, e mid not be 
sroa jeatt iiby, he having left on tha first S .n 
I rsnciscj trap , but it is u-rderstocci tirat he 
thought ¡.hare '.vas sufficient lime to reach 
Davisville, else bo would have put the train 
on the side-track at “ Tremont,” about ‘2J 
miles distr*t, and the first track beyoLd 
Davisville. In regard to the cignal lights oa 
Ihe rear of hi* train, it was tbo direct duty of 
Hoggatt, who wa3 an old and trusted brake- 
msn. Tne conductor is said to have stated 
that of his own knowledge he did not know 
whether or #ot the lights were on the rear of 
the traim Toe caboose is supposed to have 
caught firt1 from the lsmr-s inside, or else 
from the stove. The wrecking train arrived 
here with the shattered engine at 11:45 A. M. 
yesterday. Its number is 172. 
Assistant Superintendeut Muir, when 
asked yesterday in regard to the accident, 
said if any one was responsible it was the de­ 
ceased b.-i.ktmsn. It is generally under­ 
stood, how aver, among railroad men, that the 
conductor t directly responsible for any neg­ 
ligence of brakemen. Mr. Muir also said 
the detached cars had accidentally become so 
else the collision w mid prcbably * have been 
prevented. However, eye witnesses state 
that the remainder of the train was but a 
short distases ahead and also on the main 
track. 
Tee brakeman, William Hoggatt, who 
lost his life, was about 26 er 27 years of age, 
and was the tallest man employed on this 
portion of the road. He was known among 
railroad men as “ Omaha.” Some five or six 
years since he worked on the Sacramento 
Division for some time, after which he went 
Last, returning something over a year ago. 
He was a native of and his parents still re­ 
side in Ames, Story county, Iowa. 
A Coroner’s inquest was held on the re­ 
mains of the brakeman at Davisvillo yester­ 
day, and news received at the office of the 
train dispatcher last night says the jury 
brought in a verdict of death caused by the 
carelessness of the train men. 
_ Beyond the death of Hoggatt no one was 
injured other than by slight bruises. It is 
stated that the force of the collision was tuch 
as^ to shatter some of the timbers in tire 
bridge.

Incidents In the Career of a Well-Known 
Californian. 
On last Thursday night C. E. Pickett, 
who, by his harmless peculiarities, had 
esrned the sobriquet of “ Philosopher,” 
died at the Gallison Hotel, Mariposa, after 
an illness of two weeks. Mr. Pickett had 
had a premonition of his death, and before 
leaviDg this city had requested Notary Pub­ 
lic George T. Knox to take charge cf his 
affairs in the event of his fecrs being con­ 
firmed. Mr. Pickett intrnated to Mr. 
Knox a package of money, which he said 
was all he possessed, and he desired that 
after his death the money should be sent 
to his brother, William S. Pickett, of C> 
lumbia, Tenn. 
Yesterday, Mr. Knox, 
upon beiDg apprised of 5Ir. Pickett’s 
death, opened the package and found that 
it contained S70—the amount beiDg made 
up of three $20-pieces and a $10-piece. In 
obedience to the request of the “ Philos­ 
opher,” his brother was notified of the 
bequest, and Mr. Knox ia now awaiting an 
answer. 
C. 
E. Pickett was a man of excellent 
family and education. He came to this 
coast in early times, and was one of the 
inmates of Sutter’s Fort ¡o 1S4-4 or 1845, 
and while there killed a man. Among the 
jury which tried aod acquitted him was 
Samnel Brannan. In 1S48 Mr. Pickett laid 
claim to some land on Rincon Hill, and 
held possession of it until ejected from his 
tent by the United States authorities. 
Twenty year* after the claimant, who h^l 
by that time come into possession of the 
title of “ Philosopher,” commenced suit for 
damages against the owner of the property 
on which he had made the unsuccessful 
attempt to squat. After a trip to the 
Sandwich Islands Mr. Pickett returned to 
California, and afterward remained in the 
•State. At one time he was considered 
well to-do, but he lo9t some property near 
Sntter’s Fort, and subsequently remained 
poor. 
He showed 
no anxiety 
to 
change 
his 
condition of life, 
and 
generally took 
the 
world 
as 
he 
found it. Occasionally, however, a spasm 
of reform dispelled the calmness of his 
philosophy and made him a more noted 
character of the city. In one of these ab­ 
normal fits Mr. Pickett attempted to dis­ 
possess a Supreme Jadgc who was eup- 
posed to hold his seat unlawfully. The 
“ Philosopher,” having the best legal opin­ 
ion of the State to sustajp his belief th it 
the Judge had no more authority to sit on 
the -Supreme Bench than had any other 
citizen, quietly took possession of the 
Judge s chair one morning immediately 
after Court opened. For this act he was 
convicted of contempt of Caurt and sent to 
the County Jail. The penalty was modi­ 
fied and the Philosopher released, but he 
never acknowledged that he was in error. 
He was a prolific writer of pamphlets, and 
by those who knew him best was esteemed 
as an affable, upright and intelligent, but 
decidedly eccentric gentleman —[San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner, November 19th.
